Cuicaco. Earning the first million dol- 
lars is the hardest, Swoon’s Son is finding 
out. He was still some $55,000 short of 
his goal after finishing second to Raoul 
Walsh’s improved 5-year-old  Irish-bred 
gelding *Bounty Bay in the $35.000-added 
Charles W. Bidwill Memorial Handicap 
at Hawthorne last week. 

It was the third consecutive defeat for 
Swoon’s Son since his brilliant victory. 
under 129 pounds, over Bardstown, Clem, 
Round Table. and others in the Equipoise 
Mile on August 9. He then lost his form 
completely. He was outrun under 131 
pounds in the Washington Park Handicap 
and with 130 pounds in the 61!-furlong 
Midwest Handicap. 

For the 9-furlong Bidwill, racing secre- 
tary Larry Bogenschutz assigned Swoon’s 
Son 124 pounds. It was the least weight 
Swoon’s Son had carried in a handicap for 
a long time. A year ago he had set a track 
record of 1:4845 in the Bidwill while 
toting 131 pounds. Over a much faster 
track *Bounty Bay (113) lowered the 
mark to 1:48 while defeating Swoon’s 
Son by 1'% lengths. with Hasty House 
Farms’ Ekaba another half-length away 
in third. 

Swoon’s Son led *Bounty Bay by a 
fairly comfortable margin for 6 furlongs. 
but before the final turn was reached 
*Bounty Bay held a narrow margin. 
Swoon’s Son dug in, but *Bounty Bay 
pulled away slowly in the last sixteenth. 

This was *Bounty Bay’s sixth victory of 
the season, but only his second over a dirt 
track, He won at Hollywood Park. with a 
$15,000 claiming tag. last May. He took 
2 high-priced claimers at Arlington Park 
and was a good second to *St. Amour II 
in another grass test under allowance 
conditions, At Hawthorne *Bounty Bay 
upset Dogoon, Ekaba, and others in the 
Chicago Handicap, then whipped Dogoon 
again in a $10,000 overnight handicap. 

“T don’t think he can beat Clem and 
those kind.” said trainer Buddy Hirsch 
of *Bounty Bay, “but we'll probably put 
up $5.000 and run him in the Hawthorne 
Gold Cup. Mr. Walsh would like to take 
him East, win a big race there. and maybe 
get an invitation to the Laurel Interna- 
tional. I don’t think he’s that good a horse. 
He caught Lex Wilson’s horse (Swoon’s 
Son) on the way down. Of course. you 
never know.” 

What about Swoon’s Son? 

“There’s nothing wrong with him that | 
know of.” trainer Wilson said. “I don’t 
think that Detroit race. where he almost 
fell down on the first turn. did him any 
good. Next year? Oh, we'll race him. We 
still want to get that million dollars. Don’t

KENTUCKY 
Good Show 


Kentucky's Gov. A. B. Chandler has 
been an enthusiastic racing fan for many 
years. excluding the years when he was 
baseball commissioner, and Keeneland is 
his favorite track. As a part of the en- 
tertainment program for the Southern 


While governors and guests rested under trees, 
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publicist J. B. Faulconer illustrate for governors how Keeneland spent its money. 


Governor's Conference in Lexington last 
week. he asked the Keeneland manage- 
ment to provide a luncheon on September 
23 for the governors, their families and 
other attendants. their Lexington hosts. 
and the small army of newspaper men 
assigned to the conference. 

It was a rare opportunity for racing to 
recommend itself to the controlling po- 
litical figures of the South, and Keene- 
land made the most of it. While the 
crowd in the grandstand restaurant was 
going back for second helpings from Joe 
Wolken’s bounteous buffet. public rela- 
tions chief J. B. Faulconer summarized. 
in an eloquent 10 minutes, the history of 
racing from the Byerley Turk to last year’s 
taxes. 

Thus favorably oriented. the governors 
and other guests walked to the tree- 


shaded paddock and sat on long rows 
of benches while The Doge was exhibited 
and Faulconer, using a mobile public 
address system, explained the various 
procedures prior to a race. The crowd 
then moved into the grandstand to witness 
2 exhibition races in which each of the 
1@ governors was represented as an hon- 
orary owner of one starter. 

Some of the governors were absent 
from the conference; the ones who came 
apparently enjoyed the Keeneland show. 
The tote poard in the infield was dark, 
but the clamor as the horses came down 
the long homestretch bespoke the preval- 
ence of jackpots and side bets. (It was 
unlikely that Faulconer’s speech, excel- 
lent though it was. had generated so much 
sudden interest in improvement of the 
breed.) Arkansas’s Orval E. Faubus, cen- 


Faulconer explained the development of the breed. His subject: The Doge. 
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tral figure in another race problem, won 
$15 on the first event by betting against 
his own runner, a 2-year-old filly called 
Miss Narwood (Southern Pride—Idunno). 
Tennessee’s Frank G. Clement. wearing 

bright red jacket. rose to congratulate 
himself on the victory of his runner. 

The second race, for 3-year-olds and 
up. evoked still louder encouragement of 
the contestants. At the finish it looked 
like a dead heat between Gov. Raymond 
Gary’s Ruthie May and Gov. Marvin Grif- 
fin’s Kitchen Talk. but the official finish 
photo was not part of the show, and the 
judges gave the verdict to Ruthie May 
(General Don—Sheer Silk). 


James D. Stewart. president of Holly- 
wood Park and president of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of — the 
United States. and Spencer J. Drayton, 
head of the Thoroughbred Racing Protec- 
tive Bureau. had flown in to make short 
speeches at the end of the program. They 
were at a disadvantage. During the 3 
minutes or so they addressed sensible 
remarks into the microphone the spec- 
tators left the stands and most of the 


governors were in conversation with 
friends. (Horseplayers wouldn't stay 3 


minutes after the last race to hear A. Lin- 
coln dedicate a battlefield.) But every- 
body enjoyed the show. and the governors 
all went home with julep cups. 


Ringers Don’t Count 


One of the precautions stressed by 
Faulconer during the visit to the paddock 
was proper identification and the use- 
fulness of the lip tattoo in that connec- 
tion. However, since there was nothing 
at stake except an entertaining and _in- 
structive show, there was not much con- 
cern over proper identification. Horsemen 
with stables at the track had been kind 
enough to co-operate, and it made no 
great difference whether they had ringers 
or not. So they had one. 


In the first race. for 2-year-olds. Gover- 
nor Clement’s entry was given on the 
program as Law Man (The Doge—Under- 
tone), to be ridden by S. Griffin. S. 
Griffin turned out to be Andy Lo Turco, 
author of an article under the heading. 
“L Was a Crooked Jockey.” Lo Turco. 
now a straight exercise boy. bargained 
with Clement to intercede for his rein- 
statement if he won the race. He won 
it. and the winner was not Law Man, 
but Neptune II’s half-brother Palm Beach 
(Olympia—Timely Tune), sold last year 
for $39,000. 


All this went on without arousing Spen- 
cer Drayton’s investigative tendencies and 
with only slight embarrassment to Keene- 
land. The show was the thing, and it was 
well done. It was a good day’s work in 
public relations, even if the South Caro- 
lina Jockey Club was never reorganized.

NEW YORK 


Relief Foundation . 


The New York Racing Association and 
the New York division of the Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association this 
week announced the formation of a new 
foundation to provide aid for needy horse- 
men and their families in New York. 

The new foundation, which will be call- 
ed the New York Turf Foundation, will 
combine the charity functions previously 
handled by the Jockey Club Foundation 
and the HBPA. The trustees of the NYRA 
have donated $150,000 to the new founda- 
tion, and the New York division of the 
HBPA will contribute its surplus each 
year after all operating costs are paid. 

According to the first article of the 
trust agreement, the purpose of the founda- 
tion is the “care, welfare, support, better- 
ment, and relief of poverty and distress of 
such indigent employees of horsemen 
and/or trainers, including trainers, grooms, 
exercise boys, and other backstretch work- 
ers who may have worked as such from 
time to time within the State of New York 
and other indigent persons connected or

Five trustees have been named for the 
foundation—George D. Widener, chair- 
man, and John A. Nerud, Marshall Cas- 
sidy, Frank C. Rand Jr., and John W. 
Hanes. 


Through for Year 


Round Table will race no more in 1958, 
trainer William Molter announced at Bel- 
mont Park on Tuesday, September 30. 
“The horse can use a rest.” Molter said. 
“He started 19 times this vear and that’s 
plenty.” 

Molter said the 4-year-old *Princequillo 
colt would remain with the stable in New 
York for several weeks, then would be 
shipped to California to await the Santa 
Anita Park meeting, which opens Decem- 
ber 26. “There is nothing wrong with him, 
and he will run through 1959,” Molter 
said. 

Round Table this year won 13 of 19 
starts, finished second 4 times, and earned 
$589,530. As in 1957, however, he had 
closed his season with a disappointing per- 
formance. Last year he was third to Bold 
Ruler and *Gallant Man in the Trenton 
Handicap, and this year he was a poor 
fifth to Clem in the Woodward Stakes on 
September 27. To date Round Table has 
earned $1,263,114, only $25,351 less than 
Nashua, which still leads the lists of 
money-winners. 


Repeater 


The City Council of New York City last 
week adopted a resolution calling for a 
state-wide referendum on off-track betting 
in New York State. The councilmen adopt- 
ed the resolution after Mayor Robert 
Wagner told them that the city would face 
a large deficit during the next fiscal year 
unless off-track betting was approved or 
unless the city’s sales tax was increased 
from 3 to 4 per cent.

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Breckinridge Long 


After a long illness, Breckinridge Long 
died September 26 at Montpelier Manor, 
his country home near Laurel, Md. The 
77-year-old diplomat had retired from pub- 
lic service in 1944, and since then had 
found more time to enjoy his horses than 
in the busy years of his middle age. 

Born May 16, 1881, in St. Louis. Mr. 
Long was the son of William S. and Mar- 
garet Breckinridge His father’s 
family had been prominent in Virginia and 
his mother’s in Kentucky. At) Princeton 
he was a student of Woodrow Wilson. who 
in 1917 appointed him as assistant 
Secretary of State. after he had practiced 
law in St. Louis for several years.

defeated. but remained prominent in na- 
tional affairs until the second World War. 
when he again served as assistant Secre- 
tary of State.

Between his 2 terms in the State 
Department he served on numerous special 
missions and assignments. and from 1933 
to 1936 he was ambassador to Ltaly.

Mr. Long was interested in Thorough- 
bred breeding and racing during the 
greater part of his life, but his participa- 
tion in the sport was limited by his numer- 
ous assignments from Washington.

(Tinita’s 
grandson Paper Tiger was bred by the 
Bieber-Jacobs Stable.)

Charles R. Fleischmann 


Charles Russell Fleischmann, at 82 still 
one of the world’s most enthusiastic and 
most itinerant racing fans, went to Bel- 
mont Park on Saturday, September 27, to 
see the Woodward Stakes. The next day 
he died of a heart attack in his apartment 
in New York. 

Mr. Fleischmann came to the U. S. from 
Austria in 1885, and his family established 
a fortune in the bakery business. Though 
never deeply involved as an owner of 
racing stock, he had a few horses in train- 
ing in most of the years from 1907 to 1940. 
His first horse was Tony Bonero; the last. 
*Misrule. But it was as a roaming spec- 
tator that he most thoroughly savored the 
pleasures of racing. He retired from the 
practice of law in 1916, and spent much 
of the next 40 years in travel, rarely stop- 
ping near a race course without joining 
the crowd at least once. 

As early as 1929 Mr. Fleischmann was 
writing The Blood-Horse on the races he 
had seen in France, and as late as 1957 
he was reporting on his trip to the track 
in East Berlin, behind the iron curtain. 
His last letter, sent from Lucerne in Au- 
gust, was published, in part. in The Blood- 
Horse of September 27. “Now that I have 
got these pet peeves off my chest,” it con- 
cluded. “I thank you for listening to them 
so indulgently and shall go for a_ brisk 
walk.” 

Mr. Fleischmann is survived by a daugh- 
ter. Mrs. Leila Gibbon; a sister, Josephine 
Hedman; and a brother, Raoul H. Fleisch- 
mann, of the New Yorker.

Marshall Hanrahan, 56, California Thor-

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Keeneland’s Reconstruction 


The New York Racing Association recently entered into a contract with J. Stephen 
Watkins. Consulting Engineers. and L. E. Gregg and Associates, both of Lexington, 
for the design of improved drainage and renovation of the base and running surface 


at Saratoga. The engineers also will be consultants in a study of conditions at new 


By JOHN R. PARKER Aqueduct and at Belmont Park. 


The Watkins and Gregg firms redid the Keeneland track a year and a half ago 
at a cost in excess of $150,000. The cost was modest for what Keeneland got—a safe, 
| uniform running surface that can withstand any reasonable kind of weather. 


| A good track must have a firm but resilient cushion, 2 to 4 inches deep and sup- 
ported by a firmer. dependable base that does not develop holes and does not work 
to the surface through the cushion. The base must be of such construction that it will 
remain uniform under the severest conditions. The track must be capable of shedding 
some water by surface run-off and absorbing some. allowing it to soak in deeply and 
seep away harmlessly. It should be usable during continuous rain, and it should improve 


rapidly after the rain stops, with minimum maintenance. 


| Keeneland always had had an acceptable track, but some problems had arisen 


| from time to time throughout its history. 


The Keeneland Association in 1935 began construction of a race course, one and 
| one-sixteenth miles long and roughly on the site of an unfinished track constructed 
under the direction of the late John Oliver Keene. A section of the track required 

| excavation, and a part, particularly on the backstretch, was filled in order to have a 
reasonably level course. A large quantity of clay was spread for the subbase. A foot or 
more of top soil was put on the base after compaction, and sand was spread and worked 

into the surface for a cushion. As clods developed (from a sand deficiency in the 
cushion after rain), a cultipacker was used as an additional maintenance tool. For the 

° first 3 or 4 years Keeneland found it necessary to add as much as 300 to 1.200 tons of 


Kentucky River sand a year. 
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1. The inside rail was removed, and trenches were dug for the drainage pipes. 


The track did not fully meet the exact- 
ing requirements its managers laid down 
for it. From time to time the clay base 
became soft and worked to the surface. 
The cushion tended to get too deep, caus- 
ing some horses to run down. To restore 
the cushion and provide the surface with 
more life. large quantities of well rotted 
straw manure were spread and worked into 
the surface between race meetings. 


In 1947 it was decided to undertake a 
major improvement job. The cushion was 
peeled toward the outside rail, and a strip 
along the inside rail was excavated to a 
depth of 18 inches and a width of 30 feet. 
This material was wasted in the base fill 
for a new 7-furlong chute. The excavated 
area was refilled with top soil from the 
general area of the present training track. 


2. Bar of the T was perforated. 


The top soil used for this purpose ap- 
peared to contain little or no clay. 
Drainage ditches. one every 10 feet. 
were dug through the inner-rail bank to 
the main drainage ditch. The drainage 
ditches were filled with No. 2 rock, and 
resodded. The cushion was then respread. 
Conditions improved immediately. but in 
time the problems began to recur—holes 
and soft spots, especially near the three- 
eighths-pole. A decision was made in the 
late spring of 1956 to carry through all 
the renovation necessary. The Watkins 
firm was called in to tackle the problem. 
Soil analyses and subdrainage design 
are routine for engineers constructing air- 
fields or highways. Their application to 
a race track was less usual but equally 


necessary. Tests of the soil at various 


points on the track were made by Lowell 
E. Gregg. a specialist in engineering soil 
analysis and design. The results showed 
that the base had a permeability which 
varied from 4 inches a year at trouble 
spots to 2.220 inches at the best locations. 
Correspondingly. clay proportions varied 
from an unsatisfactory high of 40. per 
cent to little or nothing. In the sections 
where the clay content was high the soil, 
of course, was not free-draining: the base 
absorbed water at a very low rate and it 
retained the water over a long period of 
time. Consequently, the base became soft 
in periods of heavy rainfall, such as usual- 
ly prevailed in early spring. 


The material under the sandy cushion 
was not uniform. It was so watertight in 
some places that water remained on top 


3. Burlap held sand around pipes. 
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of the base, just under the cushion, and 
produced the troublesome soft spots which 
were very slow to dry. 

The engineers’ solution to the subdrain- 
age problem was to obtain a base as nearly 
as possible like that found in the best 
parts of the course. They recommended 
that the base material be replaced by a 
mixture of soils that would remain  per- 
meable and firm. This mixture was de- 
signed in the soils laboratories of the 
engineers. and it was rigidly controlled 
by field test during contruction. 

The mixture, a combination of fine sand 
with selected material removed from the 
old base, was designed to provide a rea- 
sonably fast rate of absorption. With this 
type of base a portion of the water falling 
on the track would run off, and the re- 
mainder would be absorbed and carried 
off by a drainage system into the infield. 
The water would not go below the base 
because the natural soil of the subgrade 
is nearly watertight clay. 


beginning at the inside rail. Excess clay was “wasted” elsewhere. 


The design of the new track provided 
for the excavation of a strip 27 feet wide. 
beginning at the inside rail, to a depth of 
15 inches below the cushion. Again pro- 
vision was made to lead away the water 
collected in the low side of the base. 


A contract was negotiated with the 
Codell Construction Company of Winches- 
ter, Ky. The cushion was peeled, the base 
was removed, and pipe for the subdrain- 
age was laid. Since no provision for sub- 
drainage other than the 15-inch absorbent 
base could be placed under the track it- 
self, drainage was provided immediately 
under the inside rail. 

The supporting posts, which were em- 
bedded in concrete, were left undisturbed. 
but the rail itself was removed during 
construction. In each space between posts 
a trench was dug for an 81'4-foot length 
of 6-inch perforated Armco corrugated 
steel pipe, capped at each end. Coarse, 
sharp sand was packed around the pipe. 
and, in order to keep this sand where it 


belonged and away from the surface, each 
trench was lined with burlap; after the 
pipe and sand were in place, the burlap 
was folded over the sand and pinned down. 

From a T-connection at the center of 
each perforated pipe, a nonperforated out- 
let pipe led a dozen feet to an open ditch 
paralleling the inside rail. 

After the perforated pipe, sand, and 
burlap were in place, the remaining base 
was removed. The old material containing 
excess clay already had been hauled away 
and wasted. The better grade of top soil 
had been pushed aside for later use as 
part of the mix for the new base. 

Satisfactory mixtures were obtained 
by adding to the better top ‘soil several 
kinds of sand in predetermined propor- 
tions. Three kinds of sand were used: that 
of the original cushion, a somewhat 
coarser Kentucky River sand from Car- 
rollton, and a fine sand found: near the 
Kentucky River in the vicinity of Valley 
View, in Jessamine County. The latter was

very fine, but it helped increase perme- 
ability of the mixture because the grains 
were of uniform size. 

The material for the base was thorough- 
ly pulversized and mixed by a Seaman 
Mixer. a type of rototiller. The mixing 
was done first along the outer half of the 
track and then again where the material 
was finally placed. In the early part of 
the construction the base was put down in 
35-inch compacted layers. However. it 
was found that a 2-layer construction, con- 
sisting of a 10-inch first layer and a 5-inch 
second layer, was preferable. About 75 
per cent of the base was constructed using 
the 2 layers. The compaction was effected 
by means of a wobble-wheel roller, a 30- 
ton rubber-tired. vibrating roller, and 
Jackson platform vibrators. A  10-ton, 3- 
wheel steel roller was used for final 
smoothing. 

Surface drainage was also improved. 
The track surface has a 3 per cent (scarce- 
ly noticeable) slope to the inside rail. An 
open ditch with sod banks in the infield, 
a few feet from the inside rail, had taken 
care of some of the storm water flowing 
off the surface of the track. The ditch 
was widened and deepened and then re- 
sodded. Water from the ditch was led to 
2 natural depressions in the infield and 
from the largest of these a drainage tun- 
nel carried it under the track and away 
to a natural drainage. 

Although the slope across the track was 
slight. it was enough to carry a good deal 
of water to the ditch during and after 
a hard rain. However. some of the cushion 
material could wash away. and_ there 
could be some erosion of the sod bank. 
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To alleviate these troubles. the Keene- 
land management placed a 4-by-4-inch 
pre-cast concrete curb just outside the 
inside rail. Into the curb between each 
2 posts was fitted a small grating and a 
4-inch buried Orangeburg pipe emptying 
into the ditch. 

Keeneland then spread over the entire 
track a cushion 3 inches in depth. The 
cushion was composed partly of Kentucky

River sand stockpiled near the outside 
rail and partly of some 1.100 tons of 
additional very fine sand. 

The renovation job did not get a real 
test during the first meeting, in October, 
1956. because no rain fell until 30 min- 
utes after the last race. When rains started 
in November. the main race track was 
closed and all training was shifted to the 
training track. The first rigorous test of 
the improved track was during the 1957 
spring training season, and the new sur- 
face proved entirely satisfactory then and 
during the race meeting. 

Conditions now can be rated as fully 
satisfactory. The track absorbs — safely 
much more rainfall. and it dries more 
rapidly. No holes or soft spots have de- 
veloped. and it is a better racing surface 
because the cushion, though not as deep 
as it once was. has good life to it and 
does not get hard. The track, of course. 
is faster than ever before. 

The best witnesses to the present track 
conditions are the men who race there. 

Henry Forrest: my opinion, the 
present Keeneland racing strip is the best 
in the country. The track really recovers 
after a heavy rain. I’ve seen 2 inches of 
rain fall on a ‘dark’ Monday and_ the 
track on Tuesday would be just a notch 
under fast. Its a track with a safe. 3- 
inch cushion, yet horses go three-quarters 
in 9 and change.” 

Strether Griffin: “The overhaul of the 
track in °56 made a great improvement. 
especially on the far turn. I can’t fault the 
track now. Its as good as any track in 
America for training. racing. or breaking 
yearlings.”

The Racing Chemistry Research Fund 
was incorporated January 31, and on 
February 3 James H. Inglis, Michigan 
racing commissioner, was elected chair- 
man. Inglis and his board of directors 
thereupon began to solicit funds with 
which to finance studies in racing chem- 
istry. The following report, submitted this 
week by Inglis to all state racing com- 
missions, is the Fund’s first official prog- 
ress estimate. 


The trustees of the Racing Chemistry 
Research Fund are pleased to report at 
this time that the financing of the $50,000 
research fund is now two-thirds completed 
and the way has been cleared for collec- 
tion of the remainder of the fund. 

A major stumbling block to the finan- 
cing of the research work was removed 
recently by the adoption of a resolution 
by the TRA Board of Directors which 
reads as follows: 


“Resolved: That the TRA give its en- 
dorsement to the NASRC Racing Chemis- 
try Research Project on stimulation; that 
the TRA approve the continuance of re- 
search on the question of stimulation in 
all its phases by the states where racing 
is licensed or by private research organ- 
izations, the financing to be done by the 
states and/or by racing associations.” 


Prior to the adoption of this resolution 
by the TRA at their August meeting in 
Saratoga. the position of the TRA had 
been that the state governments should 
supply the funds for this research work. 

Some of the states have furnished con- 
tributions to the fund through legislative 
appropriations and it is hoped and expect- 
ed that other states will make their con- 
tributions to the fund in this way.

However, the Racing Chemistry Re- 
search Fund trustees pointed out to the 
TRA Board at the Saratoga meeting that 
in many states legislative appropriations 
would be very difficult, if not impossible. 
to obtain and that the success of the fund 
would depend upon receiving racing asso- 
ciation contributions in those states. — 

The TRA Board agreed, and shortly 
thereafter the New York Thoroughbred 
quota was met by the New York Racing 
Association and the Michigan contribution 
was forthcoming on the basis of one-half 
from a state appropriation and re- 
mainder contributed by the two thorough- 
bred associations. 

So up to the present, 15 of the 24 racing 
states have contributed a total of $35,445. 
including the $1.200 from Ontario and 
the $1.000 contribution from the HBP A.

Florida has 
contributed half of its $3,050 quota 
through a contribution from the greyhound 
associations of that state. 

Our first research project on apamor- 
phine is already underway at the Univer- 
sity of California Medical School at San 
Francisco and the second project on epine- 
phrine is due to get underway shortly at 
Columbia University in New York. 

In behalf of the Racing Chemistry Re- 
search Fund Board of Trustees. I would 
like to urge at this time that the Racing 
Commissions of those states that have not 
yet contributed their quota take the neces- 
sary steps to see that their state’s obliga- 
tion to the fund is met as soon as possible. 


In view of the recent action of the TRA 
it should be possible to obtain the neces- 
sary support for the fund from the licensed 
racing associations of your state. in the 
event that state funds are not in sight.

The Purposes 


Briefly, the purpose of the research pro- 
ject is to devise methods by which the 
racing chemists can detect the presence 
of drugs that at the present time are un- 
detectable in the urine and saliva samples. 

There are several such drugs and some 
of them are known to be effective stim- 
ulants, 

The racing chemists. through their na- 
tional association. the Association of Offi- 
cial Racing Chemists. have been the 
strongest supporters of this research effort. 

If there is any difficulty at all in your 
state in convincing the racing associations 
of the importance, in fact the urgent ne- 
cessity, for these projects, it may be help- 
ful for you to call upon your racing 
chemists to help explain the nature of the 
problem.

2 More Derbys 


In your September 20th issue on page 
661. under the column News or Not, I 
enjoyed your quite interesting and, in 
my opinion, highly commendable article 
dealing on Derbys. 

Of course all the so-called derbys run 
in North America are not derbys and 
probably should not be called derbys. As 
your compilation includes many of the 
lesser known ones, such as the Alberta 
Derby, Canada Derby. Cuban Derby, New 
Mexico, and Pomona Derbys, I thought 
I should call your attention to two derbys 
run annually in Vancouver, particulars 
of which are as follows: 

1. British Columbia Derby, first run 
in 1946 at 1144 miles. purse now $3,500 
added.
